MUNICIPAL CIVIL SERVICE. 


the forelock and arranged a schedule of 
civil-service rules which he will shortly sub- 


mit to the State Civil-Service Commission. 


His scheme divides the service of the city 
into four classes. To tne first belong all 
deputies of officers and Commissioners, those 
occupying confidential positions, and those 
who have money in charge and have given 
bonds for the honest administration of their 
duties. To the second belong all the clerical 
employés, such as clerks, copyists, recorders, 
bookkeepers, ete. To the third belong all 
those who are not regarded as day laborers 
and who do not belong to the first and second 
classes, and to the fourth ordinary day 
laborers. The scheme further includes a 
board of examination, three in number, only 
two of whom can be of the same political 
party, who are to serve without pay and 
must not incur over $1,500 annual expense. 

In the first class vacancies can be filled 
without examination, but the board must be 
notified of ali the particulars of the case. 
in the second class there must be a full ex- 
amination before the appointment can be 
made, and the examination, as well as the 
other specified conditions which he musi 
answer, are very rigid. Ile must furnish the 
board with a satisfactory account of bis edu- 
cation and business capacity, bring a certifi- 
cate from three reputable citizens as to his 
moral character, and a certificate from his 
physician that he is free from disease and 
has no physical disability. The subjects for 
examination are very practical. Besides 
those which he may choose himself, he must 
pass examinatiop in chirography, copying, 
spelling, the simple rules of arithmetic, pro- 
portion, percentage, interest, discount, 
letter-writing on business topics, making up 
summaries, and bookkeeping. To be eligibie 
for a position he must reach the minimum of 
seventy. In the other classes there is no ex- 
amination. The appointments are made on 
two months’ probation. Dismissal for any 
misconduct disqualifies the person from ap- 
pointment, and party considerations or 
affiliations are not taken into account in the 
making of appointments or in disposing of 


recommendations. 


The Examining Board remains in office 
two years, so that a new board comes in 
with each new Administration, and al! ap- 
pointees are obliged to satisfactorily fil! a 
probationary term. Such are the main feat- 
ures of the proposed change in the civi! 
service of Brooklyn. Its working will be 
watehed with great interest. There may be 
weak spots in the system, and under the ad- 
ministration of a Government unfavorable to 
civil-service reform it might be seriousiy 
hampered, as each new Administratien will 
have the selection of the Examining Board, 
but itis a step in the right direction. and ex- 
perience will show where amendments can 
be made and its operation strengthened and 
perfected. It is a powerful blow at. the mu-

FRENCH MINISTERS AND PEASANTS. 

An ingenious correspondent suggests that, 
were the members of the French Cabinet dif- 
ferently circumstanced from a domestic 
point of view, France’s colonial and foreign 
policy would be quite different. It would be 
far more pacific than it is now. Under the 
Conscription jaw all the males under a cer- 
tain age are liable to military service in the 


French army. The son ofa Cabinet Minis- 


ter is no more exempt than theson of a peas- 
ant. This being so, the correspondent says 
“it is worth remembering that M. Jules 
Ferry has. no child, and that M. Challemel- 
Lacour, Waldeck-Rousseau. M. Martin 
Feuiller (tne Ministers next in importance 
to M. Ferry) are bachelors. M. Terard, who 
comes after them, has a daughter, but no 
son, ana M. Charles Ferry, the Premier’s 
brother and his intimate associate, is a wid- 
ower, with an infant child. | 
The Cabinet Ministers, as will be seen, 
have no domestic fears of the consequence 
of the war, and are therefore differently cir- 
cumstanced from the peasants and bo ur 
geoisie, who are “in a state of fever.“ we are 
told, because they apprehend that their sons 


will be sent to the rice swamps of Tonquin 


and be made the targets of the Black Flags. 
This is a view of the situation which has 
hitherto been kept out of sight, but is 
worthy of consideration. It is a more im- 
portant one, as far as the peasants and the 
bourgeoisie are concerned, particularly when 
it is remarked that they are expected to pay 
the cost of the war.’ 

They are already heavily taxed, and are 
not disposed to bear additional burdens un- 
complainingly. Accordimg to the London 
Daily Telegraph “it is a startling fact that 
France, which in the last year of the Empire 
spent $345,000,000, was spending $640,000,000 
in the eleventh year of the Republic.” A war 
with the Chinese Empire would add several 
millions to this, and, if the war were not con- 
fined to one with China, what would be the 
dimensions of the French budget two years 
hence? The prospect of another indemnity 
has great and wholesome terrors for the 
French. 

It is not at all surprising that the peasantry 
abhor war, and that the bourgeoisie ure call- 
ing for the instant assembling of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies in order that MM. Ferry, 
Terard, ChallemelLacour, and the rest of 
the bellicose set may be sent about their 
business. The Ministers who propose to 
spend millions and sacrifice thousands of 
valuable lives for such unsubstantial and 
shadowy things as glory and a colonial Em- 
pire without inhabitants are not likely to re- 
tain office in France for a long veriod. * 


A BADLY TERRORIZED STATE. 

There are two elements of lawlesness at 
work in Texas which must make life in some 
sections of that State anything but agreeable. 
One of these is the conflict between negroes 
and whites, the other a widely-extended 
trouble between “ nestlers” and “ rustlers,” 
so called, and between the two life must be 
a burden to peaceably-disposed persons. 

The race conflict appears to be confined to 
Northeastern Texas, and principally to Mar- 
shall County. Though menacing at present 
it is not likely to be permanent. It is one of 
those outbreaks which periodically occur in 
the South owing to the malicious and fanat- 
ical course of the more ignorant and lazy 
members of each race. The whites are in a 
minority in the county, but, of course, repre- 
sent the wealth, property, and intelligence, 
but there are two classes among them—the 
one industrious and peaceable, the other 
lazy and quarrelsome. There are also two 
classes of negroes. The one contents him- 
self with working for nis living and living in 
peace; the other, styled by the Galveston 
News the picnic negro, is a drinking, swag- 
gering, lazy animal, who is insolent and mis- 
chievous, This class is in the ascendency and 
is bent upon establishing social equality. As 
a correspondent of the News states: The 
whites, with the traditions and principles of 
ages for guidance, will not admit of social 
equality, while the negro, with the insolence 
and impracticability of new-found treedom, 
is, bent on asserting his social equality.” The 
whites have all the machinery of law on 
their side; the blacks have the force of num- 
bers, and the result of the conflict has been 
demoralizing for some time past. The strug- 
le, however, has been mainly confined to 
the lazy and lawless on both sides, and can- 
not last long, inasmuch as the peaceable and 
industrious whites and blacks have united 
their efforts to restore order. | , 

The ¢onflict between the “rustlers” and 
“ nestiers,’’ on the other hand, is much more 
formidable, and may yet lead to many bloody 
encounters. The Adjutant-Gieneral of the 
State has published a statement which brings 
out both sides of the quarrel, but unfort- 
unately suggests no remedy:on the other 
hand, he confesses the impotence of the State 
authorities in the premises. The lawlesness 
ot the “‘rustiers” has manifested itself in 
two ways: cutting wire fences and killing 
sheep, and in some instances assaulting the 
“nestiers,’ or those who herd them. Di- 
vested of its technical terms, the struggie 
is between the common people on the one 
hand and large corporations and private in- 
dividuals holding immense tracts of land on 
the other. The secret of the struggle is to be 
found iu the invasion of an old and settled 
Texas poliey- that is, Texas has always 
encouraged the idea of individual and cor- 


r porate ownership of large tracts of land, but 


accompanied with the condition “that these 
lands were to be utilized in the interests of 

e Republic or the State by alienation and 
setilement with large numbers of people.” 
Ilence, though large tracts have been 
secured they have never been fenced, but 
have remained open for the free passage of 
people and the feeding of all loose stock. 
The Adjutant-General says: 


GHarbed-wire fences bave been set up all over 
the country, the parties so doing in some if- 
stances Violatining the law of tne state by clos- 
ing roads and Obstructing travel, and overlvo«- 
ing private rights as weill as public by fencing 
in grent territories heretofore open, and muca 
of which is not owned by those fencing it, and 
preventinog free passage to the puviic or access 


eto water by falling or refusing to put gates up 


or to piace them where they can be utilized. 
Much public land, and many parceis of pr! 
vate land not belonging to those who own the 
fences, have in many cases been inciuded wi'h- 
iu the iitnits of these umeuse pastures; and in 
otber instances, when parties bave fenced onty 
whieh belonged to them, it bas covered se 
muct terror), fas incommoded the public 80 
greatiy by the absence or insufficient number of 
gates. and bas been done with so little evidence 
of a desire to be neigbboriy with those who were 
poorer, and who desired and needed tue privilege 
of water at least for their email thocks and herds 
that great dissatisiaction bas arisen from tbis sort 
of management; aud tae desire to change it bus 
untortunateiy been too impatient and reckless 
to await the process of the courts, and tbe re- 
sult bas been a continued series of iuwiess acts. 
the far- consequenees of which no man 
can tell. 


The result of this has been that the smaller 
owners have continually cut the fences and 
made common property of the lands for the 


fury and the 


jon which toa greater or less extent bas 


purpose of pasturage and getting access to 
water, and where resistance has been made 
they have cut it with violence, and in some 
parts of the State have gone so far as to kill 
sheep at night, drive off the herders, and 
threaten the lives and property of the own- 
ers. Curiously enough, the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral gives a political aspect to the difficulty 
and indirectly apologizes for it on political 
grounds, as will be seen by the following 
declaration: 

At little apparent connection as there is be- 
tween lawless fence-cutting, now so common in 
Texas, und the old-fashioned Democracy—that 
9 which opposed monepolies and class 
exisiation, and looked oniy to the best interests 
of the great body of the peopie—yet it is evident 
that this idea had something to do, in the begin- 
ning at least, with this peculiar form of violence, 


and has bad muchtodo with that public o — 


niahed a support to this wroog-doing. 

The despair of the situation is that Texas 
is a Democratic State and its. authorities be- 
lieve in this old Democratic policy toa de- 
gree that makes them indifferent to the rights 
of the legitimate owners of lands. Hence 
they have taken no steps to stop the outrages 
or to establish an understanding between 
the contestants, All that has been done is to 
send a force’of 120 rangers into the region 
where the lawlesness prevails; but as they 
have no power to act except when called upon 
by the county authorities, and as the latter 


are in quiet sympathy with the la wiesness, of 


course nothing has been accomplished and 
the outrages continue. The State police has 
no authority, and the State Government it- 
self, according to the Adjutant-General’sown 
declaration, regards it as useless and futile 
to interfere.” Evidently, if the outrages 
continue much longer and large property 
owners have no redress, it will react upon 
the prosperity of the State and check the 
present demand for investment in Texas 
lands. The confession of the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral as to the powerlesness of the State to 
protect property and preserve order is a de- 
grading one, and reflects anything but credit 
upon its Government. When the social- 
equality negroes committed acts of violence 
it had no difficulty in suppressing them. How 
is it that it cannot suppress worse outrages 
committed by whites? | 


THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

Mayor Harrison is entitled to credit for 
his outspoken opposition to Lawler’s dema- 
gogical scheme for repealing the ordinance 
against the smoke nuisance, and by genuine 
interest in the matter he can undoubtedly 
defeat the project. It would be shameful to 


remove even the semblance of protection 


against the carelesness and obstinacy of the 
people who are responsible for the dense 
clouds of smoke which constantly hang over 
this city. But the Mayor can attest his 
sympathy with the public best by enforcing 
the ordinance more strictiy than he has done 
in the past. He says that he has instructed 
the officers 40 be lenient because the en- 
forcement of the ordinance works considera- 
ble annoyance to a great many people.” 
But the non-enforcement or partial enforce- 
ment of the ordinance works more than con- 
siderable annoyance to a much larger num- 
ber of people. There is no reason for 
leniency. The carbon in the smoke 
can be consumed, and the people who run 
engines, and factories, and tug-boats ougbt 
to be compelled to do it; they would be 
amply repaid for their annoyance ” by the 
saving of fuel necessarily incident to every 
process of smoke-consumption. Mr. Harri- 
son professes to think that one-half, and per- 
haps three-quarters, of the daily smoke has 
been done away with since. the ordinance 
was passed, but the facts do not warrant this 
confidence on his part. If he will sail out 
into the lake some day in a friend’s yacht or 
an excursion steamer, especially when a 
southwest wind is blowing, he will scarcely 
be able to discover the outiines of the city at a 
distance of half a mile from the shore on ac- 
count of the thick black smoke in which it 
is enveloped; so long as that is the case it is 
folly to talk about any degrees of the nui- 
sance. It is equally out of the question to 
await the construction of new buildings 
to be erected with special reference to 

abatement of the nuisance. The most of 
the present buildings will remain for two or 
three generations, and there would be no re- 
lief if they should be exempted from the 
intent of the law. In oae word, the nui- 
sance should be abated, and to that end the 
ordinance should be enforced, and the 
penalties for the violation thereof should 
be imposed impartially and universally. 
When Mr. Harrison states the damage done 
by the black smoke of the soft coal con- 
sumed in this city at $100,000 a year he un- 
derestimates it almost ludicrously. There 
are half a dozen dry-goods houses alone 
which sustain an annual loss of that amount 
from injury to their fabrics. The loss in- 
cident to the sviling of furniture, clothes, 
carpets, laces, embroidery, hangings and 
decorations in private houses, to the fre- 
quent cleaning of stone-fronts, to the re- 


painting of wood-work, and in various other 


ways will aggregate several millions a year, 
and among these loses must be included a 
considerable waste of carbon, which may be 
saved and utilized by consumption of the 
smoke. If Mayor Harrison will save this 
ordinance from repeal and then enforce it 
without favor he will render Chicago an 
important service. 


THE LEGAL-TENDER CASE. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat volunteers 
some information about the effect of a de- 
cision from the United States Supreme 
Court in the case which comes up next 
month that would deprive the greenbacks of 
the legal-tender function. It says: 


We venture to say that the obliteration of the 
legul-teuder quality would have no such effect. 
The greenbacks,as mere Treasury notes, with- 
out legai-tender aspect, would be“ debt-pay- 
ing money just as much as they are today. 
save that a debtor could virtually force them on 
a creditor who preferred the coin in which they 
are redeemed by the Government on demand. 
A $10 check is not a legal tender. but sv long as 
the drawer and the bank are believed to be

The above is a narrow and short-sighted 
view of the important interests involved—it 
goes to the small retail transactions only. 
Of course a $10 bill would pass from hand to 
hand at par if the Government should re- 
deem it in coin on demand, just asa Slo eneck 
drawn upon a good bank-account is accepted. 
But suppose the capitalists of the country, 
combining to enhance the value of the notes, 
mortgages, and securities they hold, should 
exact payment in legal tender, as they have 
a right to do, when the legal tender has been 
reduced to the limited supply of gold coin, 
would not that course entail a run upon the 
Treasury which has not been experienced at 
any time since the resumption of specie pay- 
ments? If this should become the rule, 
would not the people with obligations staring 
them in the face begin to hoard the gold coin 
cs the only money available for paying their 
notes? Would not a run on the Treas- 
hoarding of gold lead 
directly to a disappearance of a large part of 
the contracted debi-paying money? Would 
not the insufficiency of the debt-paying re- 
sourees resulting from this condition of 
things embarrass the enterprising On of the 
country—the men who build railloaas con- 
struct houses, enlarge their bu ness, and 
borrow money to take the risks 
vents and development? Would

people retard the growth of the country and 
the expansion of business? Who would 
benefit from such a tendency except the 
money-lenders, who would be able to put up 
the price of loans under these conditions ? 
Those who urge the retailers’ argument are 
simply playing into the hands of the money- 
lenders without any knowledge or thought 
ot the important consequences. They ig- 
nore the fact that the United States 
is the only Government which is constitu- 
tionally estopped from creating a legal- 
tender fund at will. The notes of the Bank 
of England are legal tender, and the French 
ana German Governments make the circu- 
lating paper of their national banks legal 
tender whenever an emergency arises which 
demands it. The United States has now a 
limited fund of lawful-tender Government 
notes, confirmed by the Supreme Court, and 
swelling the debt-paying resources of the 
country to a volume which is a reasonable 
guarantee against shrinkage in times of de- 
pression and against combinations of capital- 
ists and money-lenders. It cannot be ex- 
panded and contracted to accommodate selfish 
purposes. It is made up of paper which 
is redeemed: in coin on demand, and 
under the present conditions nobody 
thinks of demanding the coin. It is subject 
to no variations in value, and the popular 
confidence in the present system makes all 
kinds of currency—bank-notes, certificates 
ot deposit, drafts, and checks which are 
known to be good—equally acceptable with 
coln and greenbacks in payment of debts. 
What possible advantage, except to the Shy- 
locks, is to be expected f the dangerous 
experiment of retiring the greenbacks or re- 
ducing the volume of legal-tenders by depriv- 
ing them of that function? Certainly noth- 
ing is to be gained and much is hazarded by 
the machinations to that end.

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THE SALOONKEEPERS AND THE DEM- 
OCRATS. 

It is very evident from the address issued 
by the Saloonkeepers’ Association and the 
action taken at their recent convention at 
Quincy that they propose to impose upon 
the Democratic party of this State the bur-

Of these fifteen Sullivan of Cook, and 
Haines, and perhaps one other, were subse- 
quently put on the record as voting no. 

The fact is, there were nine Democrats 
who actuaily voted for the bill, and there 
were at least a dozen others who would have 
done the same if their votes had been neces- 
sary to secure its passage. Those who re- 
frained from voting did so as a sort of obe- 
dience to a quasi caucus mandate, but at the 
same time did not dare to antagonize the 
sentiments of their high-license Democratic 
constituents by going on the record as op 
posed to the bill. If, in the face of these 
facts, the saloonkeepers expect the Demo- 
crats of the rural districts to help them re- 
peal the Harper bill,” they are evidently 
eounting without their host, as there are at 
least 100,000 Democrats who will vote to keep 
that bill on the statute-books. 

The other positions taken by the Quincy 
Saloonkeepers’ Convention are equally un- 
tenable and false. They allege, for instance, 
that the only corruption-money used was 
to secure votes for the bill’?! If that were 
so, where did the large sum of money come 
from which corrupted two Republican men:- 
bers of the Cook County delegation? Who 
supplied the funds necessary to retain a cer- 
tain member as an avowed attorney for the 
brewers and distillers in the House? What 
was the inducement held out to certain mem- 
bers who had been voting for the bill to ab- 
sent themselves at critical periods when it 
was necessary to have present every vote the 
meastire could command? Rumor went so 
far at the time as to state the actual amounts 
which the different deserters received, and 
if it was not whisky money it is difficult to 
imagine where it came from. The fact is, 
that the bill was passed in spite of bribery 
and corruption used against it through the 
influence of the high-license raral Democrat- 
ic constituencies. These conditions are not 
favorable to the saloonkeepers’ hope of re- 
peal of the Harper bill through the agency 
of the Democratic party. 

It isalso pretended by the Saloonkeepers’ 
Convention that the scope of the bill was 
misapprehended by the dramsellers of IIIi- 
nois, and that it could not have been passed 
if the belief had not prevailed that it would

That this statement is false is evident 
from the fact that the Democrats who op- 
posed the measure did so expressly on the 
ground that it was a cumulative remedy 
against the evils of whisky. They pointed 
to “local opposition as the Democratic 
“home-rule” policy, and insisted that that 
was sufficient. But this plea did not avail 
them, as the rural Democrats insisted on 
the Harper bill, and it is too late now for 
dramsellers to set up misapprehension and 
ignorance as a reason why the opposition to 
the bill was not more stubborn and effective. 
As a matter of fact, every means to defeat 
the bill, fair and foul, was exhausted in vain. 
Knowing this to be the case, and conscious 
of the support the measure has from the 
Democrats ot the rural districts, it is not at 
all likely that the Democratic managers of 
this State will undertake to pledge their 
party toa repeal of the High-License law, 
as the saloonkeepers demand. If they do 
they will lose a good many more thousand 
Democratic votes than the saloonkeepers 
can bring them by marshaling to the polls 
all the loafers and whisky-soaks which they 
control in the State.

an Interesting Interview with Land- 
Commissioner Lamborn of 
That Road. 


Reasons for Expecting a Large Increase 
j in the Earnings. - | 
They Are Already Running at the Rate of 

a Million a Month. : 


Inerease inthe Land Sales, Cattle Business, 
Passenger Traffic, and Other Freights. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 20.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.|—Now that the great Villard | 
excursion is over, the lords, capitalists, Pro- 
fessors, and newspaper men have gone home. 
and the romantic age of the Northern Pacific 
has come to an end, the prosaic work of 
earning interest on the bonds and dividends 
on the stock lies before the managers who 
have so brilliantly carried the road to com- 
pletion. Just before leaving Chicago I heard 
in one of the stock-broker’s offices.a conver- 
sation between capitalists in which one of 
thei expressed the opinion that of all the 
stocks on the list Northern Pacific common 
and preferred were the best to buy. 

“You are crazy,“ replied the other. “lex- 
pect to buy the preferred at 40. The road last 
year earned but five and a half millions gross, 
ana this year is earning but eight millions, 
and the expectations of its managers that the 
road will earn fifteen millions during the 
coming year are sure to be disappointed. So 
large an increase in earnings upon the com- 
pletion of the road was not shown either in 
the case of the Texas Pacific nor that of the 
Union Pacific, and 1 see no reason 
why it is to be expected in the 
case of the Northern Pacific. The Utah 
Northern and the Oregon Short-Live of the 
Union Pacific, which will soon be completed, 

Will divert a large part of the business of the 
Northern Pacitic. The Central Paciũe peo- 
ple are fully alive to the importance of re- 
taining their supremacy on the Pacific coast, 
and will allow none of their traflic to be 
diverted without a sérious struggle. If the 
road can earn interest on its bonds it will be 
doing tlie very best that can be expected, and 
as for dividends on its stock they are not to 
be expected for a long while to come.” 

WHAT COL. LAMBORN SAYS.. 

These views represent very fairly what 
may be called the bear side of opinion with 
regard to the Northern Pacific. The state- 
ment of the grounds qvon which the officers 
of the read base their expectations of the 
large earnings forthe coming year will there- 
fore prove of considerable interest to all who 
are interested. 

In an interview with Col. Charles B. Lam- 
born, Land Commissioner of the Northern 
Pacific Koad, I repeated the remarks just 
quoted and said? Now, Col. Lumborn, there 
is no subject in regard to which Chicago and 
other Western holders of Northern Pacific 

tock can possibly take any more interest 
than in that of the future earning powers of 
your road. The estimate made by your Vice- 
President, Mr. Oakes, that the company 
would, during the coming year, earn $15,- 
000,000 seems high. Will you be kind enough

“Well, in the first place,” said Mr. Lam- 
born, “ the road during the month of Angust 
earned, exclusive of all charges for construc- 
tion, $1,000,000, and August is by no meansa 
heavy month.

Not at all. East of the Missouri River the

In all other 
divisions of our road the terms of our mort- 
gages require that the proceeds of land sales 
must be devoted to takme up our bonds. 
Not a dollar of the receipts from land sales 
can in any way be included in our earnings.” 

THE UNION PACIFIC NOT A COMPETITOR. 

“The idea has been broached that the 
Utah Northern will have the effect of divert- 
ing to the Union Pacific a large part of your 
Montana trafic, and that the Oregon Short 
Line will also divert a large part ot your 
business to the Union Paci.ic.” 

No sueh result can follow. The Union 
Pacific has already agreed to stop its line at 
Huntington where we will meet it. The 
Montana business is to be pooled and the 
Northern Pacitic is alloted 75 per cent of 
the ageregate business, while the Utah 
Northern gets but 2. e shall lay athird 
rail on our line for i Utah Northern, which 
is a narrow gage, to admit them to Helena, 
and a third rail will be laid on their line to 
Butte, which will give as access 
to that point. Butte City is a 
driving, bustling town of 10. 
inhabitants with nearly 400 mines in the 
vicinity, a great many of them being in act- 
ive operation. There are smelting and reduc- 
tion works, which give employment to large 
forces of men. Nearly $500,000 a month is 
distributed among the mines and the auxil- 
jary works. One man alone in Butte shi 
10,000 tons of ore a year to Swansea, 
Wales. To show the mineral resources of 
Montana, the Northern Pacific has taken in 
one train $1,000,000 worth of bullion. There 
are valuable mines back of Billings, Mont., 
from which much ore will be brought tous.’ 

The question naturally occurs to an anti- 
monopolist to ask what good is the comple- 
tion of your road to the people of Montana 
if you make a pool with the t ges Pacific * 

* You will only need to ask the people of 
Montana that question to get an answer to 
you entire satisfaction. We have split the 
rates of freight in Montana. Until we came 
there people were ground. down by a 
wena” which took full advantage of 
the fac it was their only means 
of with the outside world. 
Butte is 386 miles nearer to Chicago by the 
Northern Pacific than by the Utah & North- 
ern, and the late rates can be no longer main- 
tained. Salt, fur instante, before we came 
in cost $28 a ton. It now costs $20 a ton. 
One man, the proprietor of the Lexington 
Mill, paid $95,000 for the transportation of 
the inachinery of his mill. The day of such 
extortions is over. So deep has been the feel- 
ing in Montana on account of the exactions to 
which they had been subjected that their 
merchants deliberately paid more for their 
goods in San Francisco—$1 a ton, for ex- 
ample, more for salt than at Salt Lake 
City—in order to deprive the Utah Northern 
of its long haul!.“ 

THE CATTLE BUSINESS. 

“What are the prospects of your cattle 
business ?”’ - 

“ Unusuaty good. An extraordin 
thing happened last year. Our road ship 
60,000 young cattie last year into Montana, 
against shipments out the year before of 


That seems strange. Does it mean that 
the herds are becoming exhausted?“ 

No, it means simpiy that the number of 
new ranches started required that amount of 
cattle to stock them. Next yea: we shail 
feel the benefit of that importation of cattle 
in our shipments of stock and meat to the 
market. We expect to take out not less 
than 80,000 head. Well-informed Montana 
people tell me that the cattle and sheep 
business of that Territory will in the very 
near future represent an annual business of 
815.000, 000. One strong point in developing 
our eattle traffic is the fact that the stockmen 
as far away as two-thirds of the distance be- 
tween us and the Union Pacific will drive 
their cattle to our line, for the reason 

going northward the pasturage con- 
stantly improves ana the cattle get better, 
while if they go south toward the Union Pa- 
cific they get into a desert, and their cattle 
rundown. Why, even our Bad Lands’ are 
proving to be valuable grazing grounds, 
From time immemorial 7 have n the 
winter pasture ot the buffalo, elk, and ‘deer. 
am now selling whole townships 
at $2 an acre for stock grazing. Antoine 
de Vallombrosa and the Marquis de Mores 
have $100,000 invested in a ranch in the Bad 
Lands, and many more will go in, for that is 
a district in which tne cattle are absolutely 
sure of pasture and shelter during the whole 
winter, The ‘northers’ that do such deadly 
work among the cattle in the spring in 2 
Kansas, the Indian Territory, Colorado, and 
New Mexico are entirely unknown in our 
Territory west of the cfleaus of the Mis- 
sour.”

The fuel question for the Northern Pa- 
cific we consider absolutely settled. All 
along our Dakota line there is an abundance 
of arte nt of it of a very superior qual- 
ity ickinson, for instance, all that a 
man has to do if he wants to get coal is to 
send aman and aw to the bluff. Wells 
dug eighteen feet strike beds of this lignite. 
That is one great —— our line has 
over other transcontinental routes. So far 
as lam, informed those roads have not as yet 
found any coal deposits between the 
Missouri ver and the Rocky Mountains. 
Along our line there is hardly a fifty-mile 
stretch without lignite or bituminous coal, 
and strong indications of anthracite have 
been found in Washington Territo 
shall do a large business hauling Rie cout 
back and forth along the line to places that 
are not supplied with coal or wood, and 
we will be able to supply it at prices 
in the neighborhood of 83 per ton; 
that will enable every one to obtain 
a full supply of fuel. With reference to this 
question of fuel, let me call your attention to 
one peculiarity of our climate: It grows 
warmer as you go west. The 9th of last 
March I left St. E Paul for Fargo, with the 
temperature 10 degrees below zero and sev- 
eral feet of snow on the ground. This weath- 
er I found to extend west of Jamestown, but 
when 1 passed west of the coteaus of 
the Missouri I found that the weather 
was a great deal warmer. The cold winds 
from the Arctic that sweep through Mani- 
toba Dakota strike the trend of these 
coteans and are turned sideways toward the 
southeast. For the country west of the 
coteans they act as a kind of fender. About 
Bismarck I found that the snow was all gone. 
So far eastward as that the modifying infiu- 
ences of the Pacific winds were piainly felt. 
At Livingstone, Where we make connection 
with the road into Yellowstone Park, 
found the weather very mild. 1 found that 
the carpenters had been working in their 
shirtsleeves for three months.“ 

“Will your people depend upon coal for 
their fuel supply along the entire line?“ 

“No. East and west of the heavy forests 
of the Pend d'Oreille country they will use 
wood, and wood will be hauled eastward 
from the Pacific coast to supply the treeless 
territory of Eastern Washington and Ore- 
gon.“ 

“Will not the forest fires which we have 
seen darkening the whole air tor hundreds 
of miles with their smoke make serious in- 
roads into this timber country?“

beautiful lilacs, id the centre of which was 
traced the word Victory.“ The solo, “I Know 
| that My Redeemer Liveth,” was impressively 
11 ng by Mme. Helene Hastreiter, after which 
3 Rev. Dr. Burroughs, ot the Chicago Unver- 
. sity, read for his text: “We do not gather 
grapes from thorns, nor from thisties; a 
‘geod tree bringeth forth fruit, bug a cor- 
rupt. tree bringeth forth evil -fruit.” He said 
lamented 
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more than.a friend. He was regarded by 
many as & brother or a father, and all receiv 
his recognition and kindity smilie, which meant 
more than formal compliments. speaker 
then referred in a feeling manner to the tragic 
death of the late Thomas Hoyne. There was a 
special fitness, continued the reverend gentie- 
man, that the memory of the deceased should 
be identified with Immanuel Church. He was 
not ome of the members, but bad much in com- 
mon with them. He was connected with the 
church by sacred domestic ties. In July, 18%, 
Dr. Jona Tempie, with dis wife and four chil- 
dren, left Washington City and came to Chicago. 
In August, 1833. Dr. Alien Freeman, of New 
York, settled in Chicago, and baptized Dr. Tem- 
pie and his family. The Firet Baptist Cburch 
was builton the corner of Franklin and South 
Water streets. The people gatheréd on the 
banks of the river to witness this baptism, and 
Mre. Temple and family rode down ina stage“ 
coach. A few years later Tuomas Hoyne mar- 
ried the eldest daugbter. Thus he became 
identited with the church, and be was one of 
its greatest benefactors. e was always active 
in relation to progress, and admired veneration 
and the spirit of liberty in the matter of con- 
science. His friendships were among the lead- 
ing men. and he always had a deep interest in 
the church. 

From early life, when in New York, toiling at 
the bench by day and attending school at nich 
the deceased was imbued with the principles 
morality and virtue. He came to this city a 
youta of years, wheo re were 
not more than 1.000 inbabifints an 
three brick houses, and, in 1 ring 
its advancement, he was not unmindful o. 
Spiritual welfare. He was large-hearted 
public-spirited, and, next to his family, loved 
the city where be made bis fortune. e firmly 
believed the trading-post of those days would 
become a great city. The University of Cui- 
cago possessed no truer or more magnanimous 
friend than the tate Thomas Hoyne, and the 
first line that was ever penned for it was by his 
hand. In his political career be practiced up- 
rightness and iptegrity. On all questions la- 
volving right and wrong he was found on the 
side of right. All knew where to find him, and 
the enemies of right dreaded him. His private 
life was one of chastity. He made no public 
profession of religicn, but bis most potent 
motive was essentially a religious force which 
took deep root in his moral nature.

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TRADE AND LABOR. 
REGULAR MEETING OF THE ASSEMBLY— 
CONSIDERABLE BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 
About forty delegates attended yesterday's 
regular meeting of the Trade and Labor 
Assembly, over which Mr. Richard Powers pre- 

sided. 


Mr. McLogan presented a summary of the 
proceedings of the United States and Canada 
Labor Federation, lately in session in New 
York, and anrounced that the next meeting of 
the federation would {be held the first Tuesday 
in October, 1884, bere in Chicago. The report 
was referred to Com mittee on Legislation. 
Mr. McLogan also expressed the firm corvViction 
that the investigation of the labor question by 
the Senate Committee now going on would lead 
to very good resuits. 

Mr. Foley called attention to the —— 
building on the Lake- Front, and advis the 
abandoning of the pian, as lawyers had told him 
that any citizen could stop the buiiding from 
being erected by applying for au injunction 
even if the pending suits should be decided in 
tu vor of the Trade and Labor Assembly. Action 
ou this suggestion was deferred, however. 

President Powers reported the dock- 
laborers would ere long be organized. The 
colored men took great interest in the organiza- 
ion, which would bring about an improvement 
in the vondition of the dock-laborers without 
any strike. Mr. McLogan took occasion to wel- 
come the colored laborers in the trades-unions. 
It was not true that cme latter were closed to the 
colored race. 

The attempt to organize a Progressive Cigar- 
makers’ Union in this city was denounced as a 
viece of socialistic agitation, which could only 
resultin barm to the laboring men. At 
same time the trades-unionists were requested 
to smoke none but uniou-made vigars, and in 
that way to break down the importation of 
cbeap Eastern goods into the Chicago market. 

Mr. McLogan reported, amidst the applause of 
the meeting, that the arbitration betweeu the 
Typographical Union and the newspaper pro- 
prietors had been entirely successful. 

A complaint against the unlawful employment 
of children in Berryman’s cigar factory, No. 200 
Kinzie street, was refer to the Health De- 

riment, with tue request to prosecute the 
awbreakers.

FREEMASONRY. 

A SERMON BY THE REV. G. H. SHAFFER. 

At the request of the Grand Colored Consistory 
of the State of Illinois the Rev. G. H. Shaffer 
yesterday afternoon preached a special sermon 
on “Freemasonry” at Quinn's Chapel, on 
Fourth avenu®, to about thirty members of the 
organization, residents of this city. The breth- 
ren appeared in full regalia, and every seat iu 
the edifice was occupied. The speaker selected 
for his text: “I speak as unto wise men: judge 
ye what I say.“ —I. Corinthians, X., 15. la in- 
troduoius the subjecc he said that Masonry was 
asystem of perfect morais and the absolute 
practice of true virtue. Its three great moral 
forces were the cardinal virtues—Faith, which 
was the only true wisdow and the very founda- 
tion of all Governments; Hope, which was 
strength and insu success; and Charity 
which was iove and beauty. It was not claimed 
that Masonry was religious, yet prayer was an 
essential part of its ceremonies, in which 
the aspiration of the soul was drawn out 
towards the absolute, infinit, eternal, 
intelligence. Its great tenets were brotherly 
love, reitet, and truth. It claimed for man a 
three-foid heritage—liberty, equality, and 
friendship. The origin of Masonry, contiaued 
the speaker. was traced from the tirst line of the 
Bible in the word God.“ For many ages the 
mysteries of the order were in abeyance until 
the days of Enoch, B.C. 3017. They were of a 
religious character, and spread early into Kgypt. 
They became known in Greece as The Mys- 
teries of Ceres,” B. C. 1400, and in Rome as 
of Bona Dea, the Good Goddess. A short his- 
tory of Masunry was then given up to the pres- 
ent century. great object of the order 
was benevolence—that is, to heip mau in the 
great struggle of life back to his original state 
of perfection or up to a better and eterna! life. 
Did not, the speaker asked, the present system 
need reformation? By that he meant not the 
Ring les but the acts of the brotherhvo4. 

id asonry restrain a brother, as ot oid 
from going to law with another brother? 
Had dueling ceased to exist between brethren? 
Did they no ionger form uncharitabie opinions 
of one another and judge each other harsbiy? 
Had they any weli-reguiated system of charity? 
Where were the Masonic schools, the academies, 
the colleges, the hospitals, the intirmaries, and 
the asylums for the orphans and the and 
infirm? Had Masonry suppressed political quar- 
re's? Did Masons refrain from defaming the 
character of oue another? In answer to the 
question whether Masonry was the friend or foe 
of religion, the speaker replied that the Father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood of man were 
the basis of the order, and it could not, there- 
fore, be anenemy. It was not and could not be 
a rival of any church. It never had o any 
Christian or other creed, nor did it presume to 
take the piace of any religious sect. No church 
could ever be hurt by an organization that 
meee naturai religion, morality, and brotherly 

ve.

But Manager lsen- 
stein. does not seem to mind it, and gets out 
very creditabie operetta performances, as & 
rule, although be does not repeat the same work 
oftever than tbree times. and has oftentimes put 
to shame English operetta companies by single 
productions of comic opera which were almost 
entirely free from the defects of first perform- 
ances, Last night he offered a performance of 
Strauss' charming opera. The Merry War.“ 
which in point of careful preparation might 
well serve asa pattern for the majority of Amer- 
ican managers. The defects of the pertogmance 
were really almost without exception arge- 
able to tack of ability on the part of principals 
and very rarely to the ensembie. Chorus and 
orchestra were well trained, effective, and com- 
letely under the control of the leader, Mr. 
—— Only in the brilliant finale of 
the second act a little wavering of the chorus 
was noticeable.

She also acted quite well, 
and in ber appearance makes up iu graceful 
motions what she lacks in youth, but her voice 
is far from enjoyabie. It is a high soprano, but 
of that quality which makes one think continu- 
ally what pleasure it might be to listen if one 
could bear the voice as it was in the long, long 
ago. Miss Wassmann did the part of Elsi ac- 
ceptably, and was well supported by Mr. Köhler. 
as Balthasar. who during the 
first act was far from = satisfactory, 
but after that warmed up to his work and made 
the hit of the evening. Mr. Kämmerer's 
Marchese was full of good points, but not of 
sound. He sang the famous waits with far 
more taste than force, but fully deserved the 
encore he received on account’ of the art 
he displayed. Mrs. Lothar Waldau's Arte- 
misia was funny enougb, but on the whole-only 
a very wexk copy of Mme. Jule’s creation of the 
same part which will be rememb red by all who 
saw the opera lust year at the Grand. The au- 
dience was one of the largest ever assembled in 
Me Vickers. and was inclined to appiatid to the 
echo everything that was good.

Some Important Changes in Ma- 
rine-insurance Rates May 
Be Made Today.

Ancther phase of the marine- cargo insurance 
warfare will no doubt come to the surface to- 
day, unless the existing troubies that have kept 
insurance affairs in a constant state of turmoil 
for the last six months are of such nature that 
they will not admit of any compromise. Since 
the pool raised rates the opposing companies 
bave been domg the bulk of the business, the 
“jug-handie” contracts which they hoid eu- 
abling them to either decline or accept risks at 
pool rates. Their contract rates from Oct. I. 


Buffalo, while the pool rate for the same risk is 
but 25 cents. Last week the pool ts held 
several secret meetings, but whether or pot 


been made public, as the pool Secretary 
is very uncommunicative regarding the ac- 
tion taken at these meetings. Unless the pool 
advance rates the Big Four must continue to 
transact business at the lowest market rate or 
not at all, and as they have season contracts 
with a large number of shippers the refusal to 
take risks on cargoes offered throws the busi- 
ness into the bands of the pool, which ts yirtual- 
an acknowledgment on the part of tne “ Big 
our” companies that they are beaten. On the 
other band, if the pooi should advance rates the 
“Big Four” would reap the benefit of such action, 
as their contracts enable them to take nearly all 
of the business away from the pool. It is i- 
bie that the companies have become di sted 
witb trying to cut each other's throats and will 
patch up some kind of a settlement woich will 
admit of transacting business on à legitimate 
basis, and if such should be the case rates will 
doubtiess advance at least 200 per cent. Several 
agents were seen yesterday, and some of them 
binted that there was a likelibood of an im- 
1 change being made this week and per-

Wind and Weather. 

Old vessel Captains are predicting bad weather 
during the next few days, as they say that there 
is every indication of a violent storm. The 
‘wind has been constantly shifting from one 
point to another, and the barometer has been 
acting strangely, rising and falling in rapid 
succession. The wind yesterday varied from 
east to northeast by north, and was biowing 
briskly. It was a fair wind for vessels bound 
for this port and a large fleet arrived. Lumber- 
buyers will find about fifty cargoes on the mar- 
ket this morning, there is an equally large 
proportion of vessels loaded with posts, ties, 
and woud.

Further Details of the Bolier Explosion 
on the Propeller Colorado. 


BrrraLo, N. Y., Sept. 80.—[Special.]—The 
boiler explosion on the propeiler Colorado has 
created great excitement. The boat was visited 
by thousands of people, though few were al- 
lowed tu go aboard. The scene upon her decks 
is one of chaotic corfusion, The boiler on the 
starboard side biew out its back head, which 
stood facing forward. The head struck the coal- 
bunkers in front of it and carried away the 
upper deck over them. The boilers were on the 
main deck, and to this must be attributed the 
fact that the bul! was not rent asunder. The ex- 
ploded boiler was thrown up in the air and back, 
landing on its starboard side after turning a 
somerset some fifty feet in the rear of where it 
bad stood. It crashed through the upper deck 
and rested on the freight stowed on tne lower 
deck. It weighs at ieust twenty-five tons, and 
It is a wonder it did not demolisd the entire 
atter- part of the boat. It was firmly braced to 
the port boiler in front and rear and connected 
by a large steam-pipe. The force of the 
snapped asunder the braces 
tne pipe. The steam 
thus escaping undoubtedly put out 
the fires in the furnace and saved the boat from 
the additional borror of a conflagration. The. 
Hy .. boiler crasbed against the starboard en- 
gine just back of it and destroyed it almost en- 
tirely. The port boiler and engine seem to be 
little damaged. Everything above the boat's 
main deck except the outer sides from the 
cabin to the stern was demolished. The arch 
stays and braces were all carried away, and the 
starboard arch consequently was | from 
the side and inciined inward. it is not 
possible to state the damage, but it 
will likely amount to $25,000, exclusive 
of that tothe cargo. She had on about 600 tons 


of merchandise shipped by the Lackawanna 
Railway. The work of removing cargo isto 
begin tomorrow. It is fortunate t the tug 


Griffin was so near at the time of the disaster. 
The tugs under the breakwater did not bear the 
explosion. When the boiler nad left its posi- 
tion, both engineers being disabled. water be- 
gan working into the steaMer’s hoid through 
tbe sea-cocks. She wus badly listed to port, 
and lodged on the bottom soon after being 
landed at the dock in Coit Slip. 
The sea cocks were closed after she had taken 
fovr feet of water. Had she been farther away 
from port when the explosion occurred and no 
help near she must have sunk in the lake. The 
condition of the injured, except that of Henry 
Ackert, deckhand, was today favorable to re- 
covery. ‘®omas Lovett, first engineer, was 
mucb improved. He had a remarkable escape. 
He was standing between the steam domes of 
the two boilers, adjusting the safety-vaive, and 
the pipe connecting them parted very near 


him. He was thrown backward and but lit- 
tle scaided or injured. Henry Allen, the 
greaser, who soon after the propeller 


reached the dock, shipped only an hour before 
she left port. He nad been a tirst-class en- 
gineer, but dissipation had carried him down. 
He was engineer on the Fred Mercur for two 
trips early this season. Last year he fitted out 
the City of Rome, and served in the Commercial 
Line some years ago. The porter, David Bilis, 
lived in this city, and the deck-hand, James Far- 


latter two undoubtedly were blown 
overboard, as no traces of their 
bodies can be found on the 
vessel. The Colorado was buiit here in 1867 by 
Mason & Bfiwell, and three years ago was re- 
built by the Union Dry-Dock Company, at a 
cost of $19,000. Sbe had two compound engines, 
each having cylinders of twenty and fort 
inches, and two iron boilers, each nine feet she 
and seventeen feet jong. The engines and bo- 
ers were made by the Shepard Irou- Works of 
this city. As is known the Colorado de- 
longs to the Commercial Line, which 
bas undergone so much litigauon lately. 
as no settiement has been made between 
the managers of the line and Mrs. Hamilton, 
holder of the big Judgment against it. It is dif- 
ficult to say whom the loss will fall upon. There 
isan insurance of $50,000 oa the boli, but it is 
conceded that this does not cover an explosion 
or the damage resulting therefrom. Govern- 
ment Bouler- Inspector Learmouth will make an 
examination of the wrecked boiler tomorrow.

as a means of education. Appearances are cer- 
tainly not in favor of the view that there is any 
serious lack of discipline in the middle and 
elementary schoois of the Empire. To judge »y 
its regula uons, the gymnasium, for instance, is 
quite a model of strictness and propriety. The 
scholar is kept in order by ruies from the very 
outset of his educational career in one of these 
establishments. There are rules regulating bis 
att mee at church and his behavior Juring 
Divine services; rules showing him when he is 
to nave botidays and when to return from them; 
under what pretexts he may forsake his class. 
and with whut ditigence he must make up for 
time lost dur iliness; rules fixing his behavior 
to bis teacher in and out of school hours; and a 
variety of other rules incuicating politeness, 
honesty, truth, early rising, etc. — 
must be indulwed in carefully; amusemeat de 
cannot have at all if it cao only take the form 
of “theatrical representauons barmful to the 
moral sentiments.“ Masquerades he must not 
visit, nor must be enter the wine-ceilar, the cof- 
fee tavern, or the confectioner’ssbop. He is 
heid to cleanlinese of person and forbidden to 
smoke tobacco or drink spirits. Long hair is an 
abomination with the school autborities, and if 
the pupil bas unwittingly encouraged the growth 
of a beard, be can only hope to escape punish- 
ment by a timeiy visit to the barber's shop. 
Ornament of all kinda, in fact, is forbidden, and 
so into the same category with the * unneces- 
sary” beard are thrust the unnecessary ring, 
walking-stick, and eyeglass. Saluting the E- 
peror when wet in the street is provided for by 
a very strict regulation, the observance of 
which bas falien into desuetude of late years 
rather owing to want of opportunity than lack 
of will. Of course the, schoiar has a uniform. 
This is indispensible. It teaches the military 
idea how to shoot, and it gives material assist- 
ance to the police, Who are empowered to en- 
force the regulations probibiting the visits of 
students to masquerade bails, wine-ceilars, and 
other objectionable places of resort. 


AN IRASCIBLE COMMANDER, 

official correspondence of Admiral Pierre 
at Tamatave, which we find in the foreign ex- 
changes, is a most amusing exhibition of the 
infirmity of human temper. Suffering at the 
time from the ravagesof au incurable malady, 
he fumed and raved upon the slightest provo- 
cation, and never addressed the commander ot 
the British fleet without sternly forbiddtug bim 
to write another letter. Any explanation of Mr.

The Governor of the Mauritius received, bow- 
ever, a detailed account of the missionary’s 
misconduct, and very ludicrous it is. When 
the Admiral bombarded the town and sent his 
marines asbore, the owner of the buuse in 
which Mr. Shaw was living proposed that it 
should be occupied by a picket of soldiers. 
Neither the tevaot nor his family offered aoy 
resistance, and the marines took possessiou of 
the house. Either in the basement or iu the 
garden there were found several bottles of

with table delicacies on board sbip, induiged 
themselves to their hearts’ content. In a snort 
time they were as drunk as lords, and the Au- 
wiral’s suspicions were excited. Ordinary wine 
could not, be decided, have caused sucn a atate 
of lethargic intoxication. The wipe must have 
been drugged by the wicked misstonary and 
left within reach of the guileless and unsus- 
pecting marines. Consequently Mr. Shaw was 
immediately placed in durance vile and bis wife 
was not allowed to communicate with bim.
